The crowd came early, since 
only about 5,000 could find room. 
A band played. But the throng 
was, by American standards, dec- 
orous. ‘There were nurses from 
a nearby hospital, family groups, 
young and old. It was perhaps 
significant that many young peo- 
ple had come earlier than anyone 
else. A portly gentleman went to 
the rostrum and severely suggest- 
ed they get up and/allow their 
elders to be seated. Later he 
came back and called upon the 
people to make room for any 
wounded veterans. There was 
polite handclapping. 


The Chancellor came in prompt- 
ly at 8 o’clock. There was then 
a spontaneous roar of greeting. 
He wore a brown, khakilike rain- 
coat and he seemed pleased but 
collected. He waved genially to 
the crowd and sat down on the 
front row just beneath the speak- 
er’s stand. At 81 years of age, 
he is an astonishingly vital man. 
He is, in point of fact, amazing 
any way one views him. 
Winston Churchill in retirement, 
West Germany's Chancellor 
Adenauer is, without question, Eu- 
rope’s premier statesman. 


Chairman’s Speech 


The party chairman made a 
speech of welcome. There was 
then a touch which shows how 
far along the Germans are with 
industrialization. The chairman 
mentioned the great amount of 
dirt which, he said, the opposi- 
tion Socialists were throwing 
around the Chancellor's door. 
Therefore, they said, the people 
of Wuppertal wanted to present 
him with something to clean it up. 

I looked for the 
broom. But, no, not at all. A 
very pretty, but shy, girl came 
forward and, with a smart bow, 
presented the Chancellor with a 
cream-colored vacuum cleaner. 
The crowd loved it and so, seem- 
ingly, did Adenauer. 


A portly gentleman, candidate 
for a seat in the Bundesrat, then 
made his little plea for election. 
A second man followed, this one 
thin, also asking for votes. He 
laid great stress on the fact the 
CDU Party was a coalition one of 
Protestants and Roman Catholics 
and that mutual confidence and 
cooperation were necessary to de- 
feat their Socialist opposition. He 
did not say so, but he left the 
impression the SPD was a god- 
less sort of group, which, of 
course, it is not. 


Party’s Candidates 


Except for the language and the 
surroundings, the scene was very 
much like a campaign rally by an 
American presidential candidate. 
The party’s congressional and 
senatorial candidates always man- 
age to be on hand for an intro- 
duction and to identify themselves 
with the party’s big name. 

The Chancellor came in strong- 
ly. His face has a somewhat flat, 
ruddy appearance, but his smile 
makes it seem warm: -There-is 
almost a professional manner 
about him. He was in good form. 
Wuppertal went SPD in the last 
elections and so he did not engage 
in any personalities. 


A fluent young man translated 
for me as Adenauer went along. 
He made a powerful presentation 
and was devastating, or so it 
seemed, in his reading of erro- 
neous Socialist predictions since 
1945. “Not a good prophet,” he 
would say, at the conclusion of 
each reading. The crowd loved 
that, too. Save for a jerky see- 
sawing with one hand, somewhat 
reminiscent of Harry S. Truman, 
and that Adenauer keeps a finger 
pointed, he used no gestures. 

Now and then some heckler 
would shout at him. He never 
lost his poise, ‘“Take it easy boy,” 
he would say, going right ahead 
with his address. 

Once he was done the crowd 
departed quietly, and soon there 
was no sign of politics save those 
on the billboards. 

The CDU theory is one familiar 
to America .. . no one ever voted 
out -a boom. But the SPD be- 
lieves it can win enough seats to 
force a coalition government. 
That would make much depend 
on the ultraright Free Demo 
cratic Party. But it might, on the 
basis of German unity, join with 
the Socialists.

Backed by a bipartisan agree- 
ment, the civil rights bill is 
scheduled for action in the House 
by mid-week, in the Senate pos- 
sibly by Friday.

“Shocked 
and disturbed,” indeed! The only thing 
which could shock him is the fact that the 
committee has exposed the shameless tie- 
up with rackets and racketeering of top 
Teamster officials—including Hoffa him- 
self. 

Committee counsel Robert F. Ken- 
nedv made the understatement of the year 
in his wry comment about Hoffa's aspira- 
tions to become head of the giant union 
at its convention next month. ‘‘Amazing,” 
said Kennedy. 

And amazing it is! Hoffa has been 
shown to be right in the pattern of Dave 
Beck. His promises to clean up and all that 
sort of thing can be judged only by past 
performances. If the Teamsters elect him 
president, organized labor will have re- 
ceived its biggest blow in years. 

Friday Sen. McClellan recessed the 
questioning of the Teamster boss because 
of the latter’s bad memory. In fact, he 
could remember nothing. But the senator 
issued a subpoena for Hoffa's personal 
records which might refresh his memory 
on some things. | 

Sen. McClellan also read a 48-point 
document on Hoffa’s behavior that was 
startling, to say the least. It was an array 
of derogatory evidence dealing with con- 
flict-of-interest loans and stock pur- 
chases, questionable use of union funds, 
questionable expenses, questionable asso- 
eiates and many others. 

But putting all things else aside, in- 
formation being developed by these Sen- 
ate committee hearings clearly show the 
need for legislation curbing the czarist 
powers of labor leaders and protecting 
the rights of individual union members. 
It is incredible that such abuses have 
been permitted to exist without action 
and that the rank and file member ap- 
parently is a helpless pawn.

Farm Products Pose 


Fertile Research Field 


Industry and agriculture, along with 
other segments of the economy, would 
profit from a realistic, intensified research 
program to discover new uses for farm 
products. 

An undertaking of this nature could 
go far toward eliminating agriculture sur- 
pluses. It has been needed for some tine, 
not only for products that come from the 
soil but for dairy products as well. 

An article in the Georgia Farmers 
Market Bulletin points out that raw ma- 
terials produced by farmers are made of 
chemical components just as are most of 
the nonagriculture materials used by in- 
dustry in turning out plastics, detergents, 
building materials fibers, chemicals, etc. 

There is no apparent reason why the 
type of scientific know-how that ex- 
panded industrial markets couldn’t do the 
same with farm and dairy products. 

The Market Bulletin article also cited 
the findings of a commission appointed 
by Congress to make recommendations 
concerning the greatest practicable in- 
crease in the industrial use of agriculture 
products. Its report indicates a wealthy 
potential can be reached provided public 
and private institutions, government, in- 
dustry, growers, processors and scientists 
buckle down to build an effective re- 
search program. 


Congress should give serious attention 


to the commission’s recommendations. 
They very well could contain the key to 
the problem of surpluses and its allied 
headaches.

Residents of Grand Rapids, Mich., have 
been drinking fluoridated water for al- 
most 12 years. 


The benefits have extended beyond the 
children who have been drinking fluori- 
dated water all their lives to include even 
the 16-year-olds. 


Dr. Francis A. Arnold, director of the 
National Institute of Dental Research, has 
announced the results of a study showing 
those benefits. 

The DMF for the 16-year-old group 
examined in 1954 was 26 per cent less 
than for the same age group examined in 
1944. DMF is the dental symbol! for de- 
cayed, missing and filled permanent. 

For the children 12 and younger, those 
who have been drinking fluoridated water 
since birth, the DMF decrease ranged from 
50 to 75 per cent. 


Progressive communities that know 
scientific facts when they see them are 
pushing for the fluoridation program. 


Aug. 6, Minneapolis started fluori- 
dation, thus adding a population of 546,- 
260 to the more than 20 million in the na- 
tion getting what dentists consider is the 
best deterrent to tooth decay. 

In Minnesota, 41 communities with a 


total population of 1,000,682 are on the 
fluoridation list.

Minimize the Bickering 
About Fort Gaines Dam 


Some of the protests which land- 
owners are raising over low appraisals 
on property the government will acquire 
for the Fort Gaines Lock and Dam appear 
valid. 

A Georgia-Alabama delegation has 
charged that land worth up to $200 an 
acre or higher, based on sales prices in 
recent years, has been sought by the 
government at $40 to $50 an acre. There 
even were reports that some farm land 
was appraised at a price less than it would 
return from soil bank payments. 

In view of the charges that have been 
made, the Army Engineers are pursuing 
the proper course in ordering another 
look at the situation. A spot check has 
been authorized and Maj. Gen. E. C. 
Itschner, chief of Army Engineers, has 
promised a reappraisal of the area if the 
findings indicate that the original offers 
were too low. 

So far both Gen. Itschner and the lead- 
ers of the landowners group apparently 
are making honest efforts toward reach- 
ing a reasonable settlement. They should 
continue to do so without allowing unnec- 
essary delays and belated bickering to 
become stumbling blocks similar to those 
created by the Hartwell Dam contro- 
versy. 

Development of both the Chattahoo- 
chee and Savannah rivers is far too im- 
portant to be jeopardized. Property own- 
ers and the government must iron out 
differences and arrive at solutions fair 
to all concerned. In so doing they will 
enrich this section of the country tremen- 
dously by opening the gates to a new era 
in industry, transportation, agriculture, 
conservation, business, flood control and 
many other factors that contribute to a 
more prosperous economy.

‘Made in Russia’ Stamped 


On the Syrian Army Coup

Syria, after her sharp swing to the left in the past few days, may 
be on the verge of becoming a Soviet satellite. The coup appears 
to have been encouraged—and perhaps arranged—by the Soviet Union. 
There are believed to be anywhere from as few as several hundred 
to as many as 7,000 Soviet or other foreign Communists in Syria as 


“advisers.” 

Large quantities of Soviet- 
designed arms and equipment for 
the army and the air force have 
been added in the last few months 
to the sizable stockpiles of Soviet 
arms available last year. Recent- 
ly there have been reports of So- 
viet naval aid to Syria; subma- 
rines and motor torpedo boats 
have been mentioned. 

The situation in Syria, like the 
trouble in Oman, emphasizes the 
continuing instability of the Mid- 
dle East.

The army moderates apparent- 
ly have been ousted and Syria 
has become even more absolutist, 
anti - Western, anti - Israeli and 
left-wing than before. The coup 
means to be stamped ‘Made in 
Russia.”’ 

Syria is not yet a Soviet satel- 
lite, but she is not far from it. 

The Soviet equipment last De- 
cember represented less than half 
of the total Syrian Army equip- 
ment. But there were at least 120 
Soviet design T-34 tanks: more 
than 50 SU-100 self-propelled 
guns, more than 50 122-mm. how- 
itzers, 32 122-mm guns, several 
152-mm guns, 30 85-mm anti-air- 
craft guns, armored personnel 
carriers and thousands of rifles 
and machine guns. 

The Syrian Air Force, with 
about 14 British Meteors, was 
weak. The first of a consignment 
of Soviet-built MIG-17’s was de- 
livered at the start of the year. It 
is believed there are now 20 to 40 
of the jet fighter planes in Syria, 
with a few Soviet pilots as in- 
structors.

Cape Cod’’ and points like that. 

My interest is only in seeing 
that the maple syrup is heated 
when I order hot cakes. Like in 
the hotel in Birmingham the other 
morning. The waitress said the 
syrup was warm. Which it wasn’t. 
In fact, it was cool the morning 
in Birmingham. 

Anyhow, I yield the floor to the 
gentleman from Early County. 
Let him state his case. He does, 
thus: 

“Now, boys and girls, having 
never visited above the Mason 
Fruit Jar line, I do not presume 
to tell those Yankees how to run 
their business, as quite frequently 
they do us, but I will say that for 
a man to pour warm syrup over 
a hot biscuit is nothing short of 
treason.

Congress has not organized itself 
so as to be able to transact eaca 
year any substantial portion of 
the national business or to trans- 
act it carefully and thoroughly. 


This closing 1957 session of the 
65th Congress is a vivid example 
of eight months of manful motion 
with meager results This Con- 
gress approved the Eisenhower 
Middle-East Doctrine. It seems 
about to pass a useful right-to- 
vote bill. It appropriated the 
money bills and did a few other 
things. That is about all that it 
did. 

Congress just didn’t have the 
time or energy or disposition to 
deal with the rest of its own 
agenda. It neglected most of the 
legislative programs of both par- 
ties as set forth to the voters in 
their 1956 national platforms.

Accept Integration in Christian Spirit 
Without Violence, Clergy Asks Nashville

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 25— 
Many Clergymen called upon the 
people of this city today to accept 
school integration in a ‘‘Christian 
spirit.” 

They asked the citizens to avoid 
violence, and to support the 
school board in its desegregation 
program. Some of the clergymen 
spoke in general terms, urging 
their members to obey the law 
of the land and accept the con- 
cept of ‘‘the brotherhood of man.” 


The clergymen had been asked 
to speak on the subject of inte- 
gration. A special letter went to 
the more than 500 church leaders, 
signed by Raymond T. Ferris, 
president of the Nashville As- 
sociation of Churches, and Her- 
bert S. McConnell, secretary of 
the Nashville Ministers Associa- 
tion.

Church, read excerpts of the Pres- 
byterian United States general 
assembly statement, which sup- 
ported the supreme court’s de- 
cision on integration.

Christian bodies have declared 
forces urging segregation are un- 
Christian.” 

“In the next month,” he said,

ing the schools. We should try to 
give this experiment a chance. 
Violence either in word or deed 
would be un-Christian. While eco- 
nomic and educational advantages 
of Negroes have improved, their 
main needs seem to be psycho- 
logical and emotional. 

“Christians can create an at- 
mosphere of sympathy, under- 
standing and consideration. Race 
difficulties arise when people have 
no consideration for the needs of 
others.” 

A prayer for the success of the 
integration program was offered

“We all have varying view- 
points about integration,” he said.

NEW YORK, Aug. 25 (#—The, 
North has its integration prob- | 
lems. too. The Supreme Court's 
decision outlawing ‘“‘separate but | 
equal” schools has left its mark 
in all parts of the country. Dur- | 
ing the three years since the rul- | 
ing on May 17, 1954, there has | 
been considerable agitation to | 
end segregation in states north 
of the Mason and Dixon Line. 

The problems are somewhat | 
different from those in the south, | 
although most of the woes are | 
caused by the residential pat- | 
terns in the North as well as in 
the South. Negroes usually live | 
in certain districts or areas with- 
in a community. As a result, 
their children attend schools that 
are predominantly all-Negro. | 

Of late. there has been a slow | 
shift in population trends. Some 
Negroes are moving to the sub- | 
urbs. Others are entering public | 
housing developments, on a bira- | 
cial basis. Schools are getting a 
greater proportion of Negroes, 
under these circumstances. 


CLIMAXES SURVEYS 

The result has been agitation 
by leading Negro groups to hasten | 
integration.

offices of Gordon Foods, division 
of Sunshine Biscuits, Inc., is pro- 
gressing rapidly toward comple- 
tion early in 1958. 

The giant new facility will have 


over 192,000 square feet of floor - 


space. 

It is located on the company’s 
16-acre tract on the South Ex- 
pressway at Magic-Pak way in 
the new Empire Industrial dis- 
trict. 

The new building was designed 
by A. Thomas Bradbury and As- 
sociates, Atlanta architects and 
engineers. Engineering and plant 
layout is under the supervision 
of J. F. Small, chief architec- 
tural engineer of Sunshine Bis- 
cuits, Inc., and W. D. Gordon, 
vice president in charge of pro- 
duction for Gordon Foods.
